* . It is the great tree of life, whose 
branches are galaxies, and whose buds and blos- 
soms are stars. From the univérse of yesterday 
the universe of to-day is born, evolved by the 
constant ection of its indwelling, tidden, and 
eternal force. But how ineffably fine is the 
action of that force! Only a still presence among 
the atoms, yet the worlds are made, and, the 
morning stars sing together; only a gentle, im- 
perceptible impulse given to organic life, yet 
in obédience to that impulse life mounts the 
mighty ladder of being, round after round, till 
man is reached at the top; only a still smal! 
voice in man, gently urging him toward the 
better, yet, moved by that silent persuasion, 
man climbs slowly up the hilis of God, till the 
heavenly city opens its gates to him at last. To- 
day there are some 500,000,000 of men's heads in 
the world; none of them withoat some capacity 
of thought, and some of them that seem, as in a 
vast me, to nd an image of 
the infinite. To-day there are some 500,000,000 
women’s hearts; none of them without some 


‘capacity of lo and some of them that 
pac ving, 


seem to ia one breast 


there is? Do we not ask continually upon that 
faith ? and do we not of necessity assume that 
in what we call the material world this God or 
life-force; “this power not ourselves which 
makes for righteousness,” is nowhere coneealed ? 
True, He recedes as we strive to search Him, 
Nevertheless, He recedes not into distance, but 
deeper and deeper into the heart and core of 
things; recedes as the atmosphere recedes when 
we strive to grasp it. Though our fingers are 
empty, clutch as we may, the air is still around 
our band. Its subtle nature has escaped the 
coarse, the immaterial grasp-—that is all. 

Now, I maintain that men of thought, men of 
science, and men of affairs are also men of faith ; 
because in all that they think and do they take 
for granted the present working force of this 
all-pervading power. Said Prof. Youmans: ‘It 
is the office of science to explore the works of 
God,” and then he goes on to declare that, in 
the process of this explanation there need be 
nothing which, rightly viewed, would lead to 
the suppresion a higher faith” Even if 
the modern theory of evolution were conclusive- 
ly established: even if it were proved that 
as surely as the germ contains the full- 
grown plant, the whole history of the im- 
material universe, was potentially contained in 
the first atom, or ‘ cosmic vapor, and that not a 
single act of what was erroneously designated 
supernatural creative power, bad ever been in- 
tercalated into it, sofar from excluding, this 
would only be more profoundly consistent with, 
the agency of an absolitely personal intelligence. 
For it would be only more fully significant-of an 
intelligence in Wien the end was even presup- 
posed in the beginning, and the beginning 
surely prophetic of the end; and all things 


were woven together by the grand necessities of 


thought.” 

Bo, too, by the declaration of all its chief 
ministers, science has to do directly with the 
modes and methods of life, and not with life 
iteelf. Said Prof. Tyndall to a friend: 1 
view nature, existence, the universe, like the 
8 of a pianoforte. What came 
before the bass I don't know, and (scientifically 
epesking) I don't care. What comes after the 
treble, y little know and care. The key- 
board, with ite black and white keys, —it is mine 
to study.“ Aud with what splendid and benefi- 
cent results has he and his fellows studied that 
key-board. How the instrument has been made 

lorious by them,—its keys increased, its tone 

mproved, and its realm enlarged ! Although the 
music of the spheres remains the same in quan- 
tity, day 2 much more manifest is its harmony 
pow it ever was before ! 

It is not true, of course, and therefore I would 
not say it, that all scientific men are conscious- 
ly and in their hearts devout ; that the things of 

e spiritual world are regarded by them as of 
equal practical importance with the things of the 
visible creation. In fact, many of their number 
are not slow to express their contempt for what 
common|y ses for religious truth in our 
churches. d with good reason I think—for, 
has not theology been ‘the constant enemy of 
science at every step of its progress? Was not 
Copernicus compelled to defer, until after his 
death, the pu tion of his book on the 
revolution of the planets? And did not 
Galileo get into serious trouble 
with the ecclesiastical powers of his day, for pub- 
licly maintaining thé same theory? And can 
his furnish us with asingle instance. from

inner consciousness of my nature, and one 
which no ent can strengthen and no doubt 
destroy. The faith, however, in the existence of 
other things, not myself, is indirect, and the ro- 
sult of the action of my faculties upon them, 
andsol say that faith in the existence of spirit 
is more reasonable, if anything, than faith in 
the existence of matter. 

And, if we choose to carry this line of thought 
® step farther, we shall perceive that faith in 
the existence of a God of sufficient power 


that our intell ean come to. 
God,” says one, “ is the noblest work of man,” 


and there is truth in the sentiment, if the refer- 


ence be to the conception of God on our 
and not to his actual creation. For, studying 
ourselves we study God, in whose image we 
were made, whose children we are, and with 
whom, therefore, we hold direct communion. 
Spirit can be known to spirit better than matter 
to matter, or matter to spirit. 
the house in which God dwells, ust as the body 
is the house for the indwelling of ourselves. 
And so, also, that, if we know Kn we 80 
far know God, in whose image we were made, 
and from whom we differ only in the limita- 
trons and moral rectitude of our being. 

And now we are prepared, my friends, in the 
third and last to show bow a faith in spir- 


ficient, all the time, to real and tical ends. 
And, first, it may be done by use of the 
faith we have. We believe that God 
do we not, in some sense ?—and that 
ae is the rewarder of all those that diligently seek 
im. Very well, if any man will do His will he shall 
know of the doctrine still further, for ‘“‘ Unto him 
that hath shall be given, and he shall have more 
abundantly.” The knowledge of earthly things 
is obtained by investigation, experiment, and 
reason, and you shall know, is the scientific 
method. But obedience, on the other hand, 
is the organ of iritual knowledge. “The 
— in heart,” said Jesus, shall see God,”—see 
im with the eye of the soul, where purity is. 
It matters not, therefore, how or how rich 
a man may be; how learned or how ignorant, 
how free or how enslayed, as to his outward life, 
he still, in the degree of his capacity and the 
necessity of his ea life, may be filled with the 
blessed conviction that he sball triumph at last 
over all evil, that, through fidelity to duty now, and 
tent waiting on this unseen power, he shall 
kept from all harm, and made wiser and bet- 
ter continually as the years roll on. 


But, as the result of this increase of He, and 
light, and joy, te forms of his faith must in 
the next place de changed continually. 
The new wine of spiritual truth 
must be put into new bottles—the better know 
edge which we possess must be clothed in a bet- 
ter dress. What Jesus and His disciples thought 
to do by miracle we must ever strive to accom- 
plish by science; the mountains they would re- 
move by prayer, and even the material world 
itself, we must reduce by work. For to our 
more enlightened conception it has become im- 
possible to suppose, as they doubtiess supposed, 
that the spirit can dominate matter directly or 
at all, save through obedience, into ite special 
laws. Prayer can operate directly upon spirit, 
and through spirit upon matter; but intelligence 
must prescribe the method. The way to make 
our city healthy is to clean the streets, unpack 
the tenement houses, and force its inhabitants 
to observe all sanitary laws. We pray, therefore, 
that we may induce men to do this; and our 
prayer is answered when they have been pre- 
by: upon = exert themselves.

For modes of faith let graceless zealots fight, 
His can't be wrong whose life is in the right. 

Very true, but à right life cannot grow on a 
wrong taith any more than figs can grow on 
thistles. This was Paul's opinion, yea, the 
opinion of the Allwise who inspired him, and so 
it is that He warns Timothy to bold fast the 
form of sound words, and Titus also to speak 
the things which became sound doctrine; that 
the man, among other things, may be 
sound in the faith.

Surely itis himself 
he means, and not Mr: Swing, when he says, a 
man whose nature is as er and gentle as the 
voice as the dove.” ! 

But then, coming down to a more personal 
platform, Dr. Thomas displays the same amiable 
and charitable spirit by saying. For no olass of 
men do I have so little respect as for these self- 
appointed heresy-hunters—those orthodox in- 
quisitors, whose chief delight is to find fault 
with other people’s theology, and, with true 
Pharasaic boast, call themselves the only sound 
men: A streét-sceavenger is a king compared to 
them.” If this be so, surely Dr. Thomas has 
very little respect for himse , for of all men in 
the City of Chicago he finds the most fault in 
that sermon with other people's theology. His 
admiration for Prof. Swing has led him to attack 
the whole body of Oalvinistic Presbyterians, 
Calvinistic Baptists, Calvinistic Methodists, and 
brands their teaching as ninety-nine times 
worse than the infidelity of Gerald Massey. 

Surely this is finding fault with other people's 
theology, and doing it by wholesale ; and now, 
judging himself by his own standard, let him tell 
us how he compares with the street-scavenger. 
How illiberal are these liberal Christians. They 
are the ones who cry, “Bigot,” and yet it has 
been well said, ‘‘ that there are no more decided 

on earth than those who are bigoted to 

liberality.” I have never seen a defense more 
calculated to damage both counsel and client 
than Dr. Thomas’ performance on last Sabbath 
morning. The preacher attempts to exalt his 
friend by meanly vilifying the standards of that 
very Church of which that friend is a minister, 
by slandering that august assembly of divines 
that met in 1643 at Westminster for the p 
of settling the government of the Church in

himself. The attack on the Confession of 


Faith, without any provocation, will not tend to 
exalt Dr. Thomas in the esteem of Presbyterians, 
and when the attack is made in a sermon deliv- 
ered in praise of a Presbyterian minister, it 
will readily appear that something is out of 
oint. Dr. Thomas must — that his friend 
f. Swing, is not a Presbyterian, else he would 
not attack the ereed of the Pres — Church 
in his defense. The zeal of Dr. Thomas in the 
cause of his friend may be strong, but it has 
not been discreetly exercised, and we hope that 
the public will just let this eloquent sermon 
ass unnoticed, and not be influenced 
the ground on which it is based 
and tbe conclusion to which it leads, that 
Prof. Swing is not in sympathy with the dis- 
tinotive principles of his Church. Dr. Thomas 
should allow Mr. Swing himself to say what his 
theological position is. It is very unkind in him 
to volunteer an opinion, and make an admission 
which virtually sustaing the charges now pre- 
ferred against his friend’s orthodoxy.

Those ve men who 
laid the foundation of this ghty nation on 
Plymouth Rock were stxteenth- century men, and 
are they to be laughed at and desp as weak- 
lings in whom the men of this age cannot find 
anything ‘grand or. great? The Huguenots 
those fine old sufferers for religion, whose blood 
has fattened the soil of France, and the guilt of 
whose martyrdom has made France ever since a 
troubled sea with the reovlutions and reigns of 
terror. Those heroes were sixteenth-century 
men. Luther, and Melancthon, end Erasmus 
j nth-eentury men, and Calvin, and 
Yes, this is the trouble. If 
vin, no Knex, that. six- 
have been a grand chapter 
i f religion, but the appearance of 
these men has robbed that birth-age of the 
Church’s famous reformation of all its glory, 

and turned it into a synonym of ridicule. 

But Dr. Thomas and otbers need not go so far 
back as the sixteenth ceatury for the Calvinism 
of the Presbvterian Church. It was neither 
Calvin nor Knox thav framed the formularies of 
the Presbyterian Church. They will find these 
coming from Westminster in 1643. And if 
honest Presbyterians are to be named after the 
Confession of Faith, it would be more correct, 
chronologically speaking, to name them seven- 
teen-and-a-half-century men. But what has 
the sixteenth cen or the nineteenth 
century to do with the permanency of revealed 
truth ? Do the Holy Seriptures change with the 
centuries of the world’s history? the Bible 
of the nineteenth cent different from the 
Bible of the sixtenth century? Has the world 
been blessed with another Gospel more suitable 
to the times than Luther found in the Bible he 
discovered in the library of the old University of 
Erfurt? Does save men differently now 
from the way he did before? From the manner 
in which some talk of the nineteenth century, 
it would fan 

e, that all old things had passed away, and all 
things become new. 7 

If we must locate the religious principles 
which we hold we must go back to the 
century, to theage of the Aposties, in which 
God gaveto the Church the New Testament 
Scriptures, and there find the faith once delivered 
to the saints. If we are to know what man is to 
believe concerning God, and what duty God re- 
quires of man, we must goaway back to the first 
century ; farther still, away back to the days of 
Moses ; and, however humiliating to the nine- 
teenth century it may be, it must learn from 
these bygone ages the doctrines and duties of 
religion.

THE WISCONSIN RAILROAD LAW. 

The Wisconsin Railroad law, which goes into 
effect to-morrow, is creating more than ordinary 
excitement in that State, both in railroad and 
general commercial business circles, inasmuch as 
the railroad companies have intimated that they 
will have to cease to operate their roads if the 
law is enforced, taking the ground that the new 
law will so diminish receipts that they can 
neither make dividends nor pay the interest on 
their bonded debt. The Milwaukee & St. Paul 
managers, in fact, contend that, under the new 
law, the year’s workings, even taking the most 
liberal estimate, would leave the Company short 
$500,000 in the payment of interest on bonds 
alone; that they could not operate the road a 
week ; and that the enforcement of the law would 
be simply tantamount to a confiscation 
of the property. The present condition 
of affairs has caused considerable anxiety 
throughout the State, but more par- 
ticulary in Milwaukee, where the interruption 
of railway traffic would be most severely felt. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel of Saturday contains the 
views of some of the most prominent business 
men on the results of such a proceeding, and, 
although they do not anticipate that the stop- 
page will be immediate, as the railroads declare 
that they will only stop when the law is en- 
forced,—an operation which will take consider- 
able time, and involve an appeal to the Supreme 
Court to test the constitutionality of the law,— 
still they regard the situation as a very grave 
one, and one which must be met by compro- 
mise. Two of the most prominent business 
men of the city, Mr. McLaren and Mr. Angus 
Smith, gave substantially the same opinion:

It 
is a wise plan, but as the basis of a compromise it 
is inadmissible and worth less, since it involves a 
complete surrender of the inflationista. Free 
banking, as we have previously shown, will not, 
under the present law, inflate the currency. 
There is already a surplus of National Bank cur- 
rency at the Treasury awaiting takers who will 
put up the requisite security; and existing banks 
in the larger cities are retiring their currency 
every day. Three Chicago banks have, within 
the past week, taken steps to retire theirs, and a 
much larger amount would be retired if the law 
permitted.

IRON, AND ITS MASTERS. 

An astonishiug thing has occurred. The iron 
manufacture is generally prostrated; more fur- 
naces are idle than have been before for many 
years; and yet neither the manufacturers nor 
the hired advocates of protection clamor for a 
higher tariff. For once, terrible distress and 
prostration in this industry have occurred at a 
time when the prices in this, as compared with 
other countries, make it utterly absurd to sup- 
pose that our disaster is due to foreign competi- 
tion. To what, then, is it due? Mainly to that 
very tariff upon which protective philosophers 
have so confidently relied to prevent such indus- 
trial disorder. That this is but the simple truth 
will appear if we examine closely the nature and 
origin of the exiging difficulty. 
About half of the iron furnaces in the country 
are already idle. The Crane Iron Works, which 
produce more pig metal (65,000 tons yearly) than 
any other in the country, are closed; the Penn- 
sylvania Iron Company, of Danville, which em- 
ployed 2,000 men, is doing nothing; the Dun- 
cannon Works ; the Susquehanna Rolling- Mill, 
of Columbia; C. E. Pennock’s rolling-mills, of 
Coatesville; the Reading Hardware Works; 
the works of Guiffert, McManus & Co., in the 
same city, and Rogers’ mills, of Port Carbon, 
ate all silent. A Reading dispatch says, on the 
authority of parties prominently idenified 
with the trade,” that every furnace in Penneyl- 


period.” This, then, was the beginning of the

the Association asserts that, by the erectien o 
these eighty-three furnaces (put in blast within 
the last two years), the furnace capacity of the 
country has been increased fully one-fourth !” 

Is it not now plain that the cause of general 
prostration is that we have artificially stimulated 
production far beyond the needs of the country ? 
A blessed protective tariff hired people (at the 
public expense) to go into the iron business. 
Men were taught to believe that increase in 
quantity produced was a proof of national pros- 
perity. The enormous profits realized under 
this system tempted everybody to put money 
into furnaces. No protective philosopher had 
taught that any disaster could possibly come as 
long as the tariff remained unrepealed. In the 
election of 1872 the people declared that the 
blessed tariff should not be repealed, and that 
more people should be paid (at public expense) 
for patriotically going into the iron business. 
And now, behold, it is suddenly discovered that 
our furnaces will produce 580,000 tons of iron 
yearly more than the largest consumption of this 
country, of foreign and domestic iron both, in 
any year in our history! Just then, the tariff 
having so oppressed agriculture that the farmers 
began to move against railroads, the building of 
railroads ceased. And it comes to pass, as & 
logical and necess ary consequence, that a good 
many people who have put money into iron- 
making must go bankrupt, and a good many 
furnaces, built at the public expense, must be 
left to idleness and ruin, before anybody can 
make money at the iron manufacture in this 
country. a 

Does this pay? Had there been no artificial 
barrier between this and other ‘countries, the 
increase of production would have been less 
rapid, but the prostration would have been far 
less severe and lasting. Is it a good thing that 
we have put many millions into furnaces which 
must now go to ruin? But these are the fruits 
of “protection to American industry”! We 
trust its advocates are pleased with its workings. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


A recent paper in the Revue des Deuæ Mondes, 
by M. Maxime du Camp, brings out some start- 
ling facts relative to births, marriages, and 
deaths in Paris. The last census of the city was 
made in 1872, and the whole population at that 
» time was 1,851,792, of which number scarcely 
one-third were to the manor born. The Paris- 
ians proper counted 642,718, while 1,031,865 were 
from the provinces, and 177,209 strangers to the 
Republie: The figures given in regard to the 
diminution of births are very striking. In 1868 
it was shown before the Academy of. Medicine 
that in five years the population of France had 
increased only 88 in 10,000; in 1872 
this small proportion was still further diminish- 
ed, there being only 16 in 10,000. In Paris, 
from 1863 to 1869, the birth-rate was 59,293, 
about 324 to every 10,000 people, while in 1871 
only 87, 410 births were registered. As to mar- 
riages M. Du Camp says: The union of two 
people, young, healthy, and intelligent, is one of 
the rarest things to be met with in Paris,” and 
he urges this as the reason why births are in 
such small proportion to marriages, and young 
life is ap brutally destroyed. With regard to the 
death-rate in Paris, M. Du Camp says: 

From 1865 to 1869 the deaths were 46,831 annually. 
In 1872 there were 45,782 deaths, but between 1869 nd 
1872 what exact number of people in Paris died there 
never will be known, save that it occurred in vast 
proportions, It seems certain that the obituary reo- 
ord during these years was greater than during the 
cholera season of 1832. In August, 1870, the deaths 
for the month in Paris were 4,942, about the normal 
figure ; but in September it increased to 5,222 ; in Oc- 
tober it was 7,543, and in November had swollen to 
12,885. In the year 1870 Paris lost by death the fear- 
ful number of 73,563. The capital was suffering then 
from cold and hunger, but in the beginning of 1871 
matters were even worse. Think of it! In January 
the record says 19,233 people died in Paris; then the 
city fell, and in February there was a decrease of 3,000 
deaths, Eighteen hundred and seventy-one was, 
however, a sad year for human life, as, from war and | 
pestilence, the death’ amounted to 86,760, It is ap- 
palling to sum the mortuary counts of those two 
dreadful years—1870 and 1871—which foot up 160,323. 
The deaths caused by Prussian shot and shell, “ the 
blood and iron regime,” were insignificant, scarcely 
worth counting, only some 6,083 in all. When we di- 
vide this fearful holocaust into its proportion of mes 
and women, we find that of the 160,000 who perished 
in Paris 70,387 were women, 


Thus does Paris pay the penalty of its gaiety, 
its folly, and its vice. At bodes ill for a Republic 
which shows such a record of infanticide, of 
badly-assorted marriages, and fearful death- 
rates. It is not difficult to foresee where a Re 
public with a constantly-diminishing population 
must end.

The farmers at once formed a lock- 
out, and have now thrown thousands of men out 
of employment. The latter are supported by 
the National Laborers’ Union, and by contribu- 
tions from the public and the Trades-Unions.

Three independent scientific observers have 
recently come to the conclusion that the ques- 
tion of sex is determined by the amount of food 
consumed during early development.
